SHANGHAI, June 15.—Both Chi- 
mese and Japanese armies were 
fleeing today before a Yellow River 
flood flowing through immense 
breaches in the dikes between 
Chengchow and Kaifeng. The flood 
waters rolled for miles across the 
flat plains of Honan Province, 
carrying disaster to thousands of 
Chinese peasants as well as to 
armies. 

Japanese war dispatches said 
fully 300,000 Chinese civilians had 
been driven from their homes and 
that thousands of civilians had been 
drowned. 

Although some reports were re- 

ed as highly exaggerated, there 
no longer was doubt that property 
damage and loss of life .would be 
widespread. 
Japanese Aid Rescue Work. 

Hundreds of floating bodies were 

declared to be visible, and Japanese 
troops were turning to life-saving, 
participating feverishly in building 
rafts in an effort to save Chinese 
peasants stranded on high ground 
and house-tops. 
Delayed Japanese dispatches said 
the rapidly-rising flood was cours- 
ing in a southeasterly direction 
from Chengchow. It was reported 
the towns of Yushih; Tungsu and 
Kihsien scon would be directly 
threatened.

The act is calculated to fix the 
minimum pay and maximum hours 
of 750,000 industrial workers, as 
well as the hours of another 1,500,- 
000 umaffected by the wage provi- 
sions.’ It will go into effect 120 
days after being signed by the Pres- 
ident. 1 , 
The President may appoint im- 
mediately an administrator who 
will have broad powers to interpret 
the act and to instruct commit- 
tees of employers, workers and 
private citizens to be set up for 
each interstate industry. 
Representative Ramspeck 
(Dem.), Georgia, who helped draft 
the final bill, said a large addition- 
al force of Federal employes would 
not be ne because the ad- 
ministrator will be in the Labor De- 
partment. As one of the session’s 
last acts, Congress took up a $500,- 
000 appropriation to administer the 
new law. 
Committees to Be Set Up. 
The industrial committee will be 
established as quickly as possible 
in an effort to increase the mini- 
mum wage of all industries to 40 
cents an hour. For the first year 
dhe statutory minimum will be 2 
cents, advancing to 30 cents for an- 
other year. 
For the next five years the com- 
mittees will fix the minima, which 
thereafter will increase to 40 cents 
in all industries where that scale 
will not create unemployment. 
The act establishes a maximum 
workweek of 44 hours for the first 
year, 42 hours for the second and 
40 thereafter, with time and a half 
pay for overtime. Workers in sea- 
sonal industries, which do not op- 
erate more than 14 weeks a year, 
may be employed for 56 hours a 
week before being paid overtime.

He said its application to inter- 
state industry could be broadened 
to include all persons who “pro- 
duce for commerce,” if that pro- 
duction were part of an unbroken 
system which took the commodity 
into interstate commerce, 

Thus, if a mine produced ore and 
shipped it in interstate commerce, 
all employes engaged in the pro- 
duction would come under the bill. 

Senator Bailey Dem.), North 
Carolina, contended that only those 
actually engaged in interstate com- 
merce could be included. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
a Lynchburg (Va.) newspaper pub- 
lisher, asked Borah whether he 
would be considered to be carrying 
on interstate commerce if only 10 
copies of his paper were sold out- 
side Virginia. 

“I think you would be dealing in 


interstate commerce,’ "Borah said.

Exemptions Made in Act. 

Some specific exemptions to wage 
and hour provisions are made in 
the act. These include all “bona 
fide” executive, administrative, pro- 
fessional or local retailing em- 
ployes. This includes outside sales- 
men and those working for service 
establishments, such as laundries, 
whose chief business is within one 
state, 

Agricultural workers, seamen, 
avStors, rail employes, street car 
workers, motor carrier employes, 
fishing industry employes, workers 
on small weekly or semi-weekly 
newspapers, and agricultural and 
horticultural processors in the area 
of production are exempt. 

The Act would bar the transpor- 
tation, delivery or sale of goods in 
interstate commerce by an employ- 
er who had violated the wage-hour 
provisions. Common carriers would 
not be liable under this section. 

Employers may not discharge or 
discriminate against an employe 
who makes a complaint of violation 
of the law, or who testifies at a 
wage-hour hearing, or who serves 
on an industrial committee, 

Employers liable for unpaid min- 
imum wages or overtime must pay 
the worker an additional equal 
amount as liquidated damages. The 
law also provides a maximum fine 
of $10,000, six months in jail or 
both for violation, although no jail 
term can be imposed for the first 
offense.

MILK LABELING TO START 
IN COUNTY TOWNS TOMORROW 


New System ‘for Five Suburbs of 

St. Louis, Where Standard Or- 

' dinance Is in Effect. 

Labeling of milk in accordance 
with the standard ordinance of the 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice will start tomorrow in five 
St. Louis County towns where the 
ordinance is in effect, it is an- 
nounced by the St. Louis County 
Health Department, in charge of 
the milk sanitation program. 

The towns affected are Univer- 
sity City, Clayton, Webster Groves, 
Kirkwood and Ferguson. The stand- 
ard ordinance has been in effect 
m these municipalities several 
years, but no effort has been made 
heretofore to enforce the grading 
provisions, since most milk sold in 
the county was from dairies. oper- 
ating also in St. Louis, and it 
would have been difficult to regu- 
late the milk supply on so large 
a scale, Beginning yesterday, St. 
Louis began labeling of milk under 
the standard ordinance, adopted 
recently. 

The product of 42 dairies operat- 
ing in both St. Louis and the county 
will not be affected by county grad- 
ing, as it already is graded by the 
city. Out of 17 dairies which have 
been selling milk in the five towns, 
but not in St. Louis, 14 will be 
permitted to label their milk 
Grade A. The other three will not 
be entitled to an approved rating 
until certain improvements are 
made in their methods of opera- 
tion, the Health Department an- 
nounces, .

& Real Estate Co., took the wit- 
ness stand in his own defense to- 
day at the trial before a jury in 
Circuit Judge Michael J. Scott’s 
court at which he is charged with 
embezzlement of $5486 of the com- 
pany’s funds. 

He denied that he had embezzled 
any money and stated that the cash 
which he received out of the com- 
pany’s cash regfister, for which he 
gave no more security than initialed 
memorandums, was money which 
the company owed. him. 

At the conclusion of his testi- 
mony the defense rested, and the 
case is expected to go to the jury 
late today, after arguments by 
counsel and the court’s instructions 
have been made. : 

McMenamy, who is 45 years old 
and the father of six children, did 
not deny that he took money from 
the company’s funds and merely 
gave the bookkeeper his personal 
IL. O. U.s in return. But he said 
he was surprised to learn that these 
I. O. U.s were carried in the com- 
pany's books as cash. 

Why Firm Owed Him Money. 

His explanation of why the com- 
pany owed him the money was as 
follows: He is the owner of sev- 
eral real estate holding companies 
and also of various pieces of prop- 
erty for which the John McMenamy 
Co. acts as agent. The money re- 
ceived from the sale of his prop- 
erty and the collection of rents au- 
tomatically goes into the John Me- 
Menamy Co. treasury, which thus 
establishes a credit balance for him. 

The money which he took from 
the company on I O Us, he testi- 
fied, never exceeded this credit bal- 
ance. Some of his own holding 
companies, he said, were the 
O’Meara Investment and Real 
Estate Co., which owned some flats 
on Washington avenue, the Eleanor 
Park No. 2, which sold lots in an 
87-acre subdivision of Natural 
Bridge road on time payments, and 
the Paul-Amy Co., which sold a 
piece of property for $23,000, of 
which his share was $11,000. 

All of these transactions and 
others on property which he owned 
took place during 1935 and 1937, 
the time during which the prosecu- 
tion charges his alleged embezzle- 
ments took place. McMenamy, in 
fact, said that the total amount of 
money which he got for his in- 
itialed memoranda exceeded the 
State’s figure. 

McMenamy said that he becam® 
vice-president and treasurer of the 
company, which has offices at 1308 
North Grand boulevard, in 1932, 
on the death of his father, who 
founded the firm. Previous to that 
he had been secretary. 

Partner Defends Actions. 

Yesterday Alphonse J. Walsh, 
president of the company, defended 
his partner’s actions and said that 
he took no money which was not 
coming to him. Walsh himself is 
under indictment for the embezzle- 
ment of $1798 from the company. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Frank 


P. Motherway showed Walsh a copy 


of the company’s by-laws which 
contain a provision that no loans 
in excess of $1000 can be made 
without the consent of the board 
of directors. 

Walsh replied: “The sums which 
Mr. McMenamy withdrew were not 
loans, They were money that was 
owing to him. Money coming to 
him because of his credit balance 
in the ledger.” 

Walsh said he knew at all times 
that McMenamy’s withdrawals did 
not exceed. this credit balance. He 
was then asked by Motherway 
whether he had as intimate a 
knowledge of the accounts of some 
of the company’s other clients. 
Motherway asked him if he knew 
that one E. J. Perry had a credit 
balance of $25,000 with the company 
in 1925, or that Dr. A. F. Deuber 
had a credit balance of $3600 in 
1935. Walsh's replies were that he 
did not remember. 3 

It was from the complaints of 
some of the clients who had credit 
balan with the company that its 
affairs ‘lirst came to the attention 
of the Circuit Attorney. 

On direct examination, Walsh 
testified that the company was 
capitalized at $20,000. He said Me- 
Menamy owned 166 shares of stock, 
that he owned 30, and Miss Viola 
Schlag, secretary, had one qualify- 
ing share, which she received in 
March, 1933. After that date, he 
added, there were no directors’ or 
officers’ meetings, and the busi- 
ness of the company was carried 
on in informal conversations, of 
which no minutes were kept.

The amount due today was $211,-

lating interest. The debts total 
close to thirteen billion dollars.

Warm Exchanges at Hearing. 

In a turbulent session of the 
subcommitteé yesterday, former 
Gov. George 8. Silzer of New 
Jersey made charges against Clark’s 
judicial and personal reputation. 

Representative Hartley (Rep.), 
New Jersey accused the former 
Governor of making “a last-minute 
attempt to blast Judge Clark’s rep- 
utation in all the newspapers of 
the country in an effort to block 
his elevation.” 

The former Governor had said 
he started Clark on his judicial 
career by appointing him as a New 
Jersey State Judge. The witness 
then offered an assortment of 
charges based on letters and news- 


paper clippings. 
Borah Interrupts Him, 


Silzer said Judge Clark was 
linked with a Fahenstock divorce 
case and asked the Senators to in- 
vestigate papers in this case “which 
were impounded.” 

Senator Borah (Nep.), Idaho, 
halted him. 

“We'd like to hear what you 
know,” Borah said. “This stuff you 
are reading does not get home. You 
are not responsible for it, We want 
to know what you know.” 

Silzer then charged that Judge 
Clark faced imipeachment charges 
before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee and that Arthur T. Vander- 
bilt, president of the American Bar | 
Association, had protested against 
the Clark elevation to Attorney- 
General Cummings two weeks ago.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 15.—The. 
new president of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Irvin 
Abell, Louisville, Ky., rejected last 
night the theory’ of State medicine, 
and declared the profession would 
fight to keep physicians “free, in- 
dependent, ‘scientific and ethical.” 

He spoke a few hours after the 
delegates to the association conven- 
tion had heard behind closed doors 
the Government’s proposals for pro- 
viding medical care to the indigent 
and under-privileged. 

Dr. Abell said the profession, 
working without compulsion or reg- 
imentation, had reduced the per- 
centage of preventable deaths by 50 
per cent and had increased the 
American span of life by 100 per 


cent, 

Stating that formulation of a 
program for the poor and under- 
privileged was a complicated task, 
he cited “the trial and error experi- 
ence with social and economic pro- 
grams on the part of the Federal 
Government” as affording proof of 
the “difficulties and disappoint- 
ments” to be encountered, 

Would Await Inquiry. 

He suggested that plans for med- 
ical care for the indigent await the 
A. M. A-sponsored study of actual 
conditions in every country of the 
nation a move instituted several 
months ago. 


“Efficient and ethical means. can | 


then be devised,” he said, “for the 
distribution of medical services to 
all the people on the basis of need 
rather than to small groups within

The Government proposals were 
set forth by Dr. Warren F. Draper, 
an Assistant Surgeon-General rep- 
resenting the Government’s interde- 
partmental committee to co-ordi- 
nate health and welfare activities. 

“One-third of our people,” said 
Draper, “are not going indefinitely 
to remain ill-fed, ill-housed, ill- 
cared for in sickness. Already 
they are on the march, The only 
question which remains is whether 
highly specialized groups, experi- 
enced in ways and means of meet- 
ing human needs, are going coura- 
geously and quickly to offer all 
they can give in constructive and 
progressive leadership and help ‘in 
meeting the vast human problems 
of today.” 


Delegates Object to Statements. 


The House of Delegates adopted 
a fesolution setting forth its re- 
fusal to accept many of his state- 
ments, 

It asserted some of his state-

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; THE USONA CASE. ; 

F. C. Lanz, president of the Usona Manufacturing 
Co., wants President Roosevelt, William Green and 
John L. Lewis to advise him what to do about his 
union labor problem. He cannot figure it out himself. 

The Usona company, which manufactures ornamen- 
tal ironwork, has workers in its plant belonging 
to three unions. Metal polishers and metal fabri- 
cators belong to two branches of the A. F. of L. The 
others are members of the CI O. Until recently, the 
company had a contract with the CI O. When it ex- 
pired, the C I O demanded a closed shop and recogni- 
tion as exclusive bargaining agent, which would have 
forced some of the plant’s A. F. of L. members to 
join the C I O. An election was held which ap- 
parently gave the C I O a majority, but there was 
some question as to whether the election was ac- 
cording to Hoyle or to Wagner. 

Failure to come to an agreement caused a strike 
to be called June 3. On June 6, after the company 
had invited its men to return to work, the A. F. of L. 
men refused to cross a C I O picket line. The plant 
remains closed. Neither the A. F. of L. nor the CIO 
has taken its case to the National Labor Relations 
Board, and, under the terms of the Wagner Labor 
Act, the employer cannot do so. 

The issue is further complicated by the fact that 
the articles manufactured by the Usona company 
must be erected by members of an A. F. of L. union. 
Some time ago, completion of the Soldiers’ Memorial 
was temporarily delayed when A. F. of L. workmen 
refused to install display cases made by the com- 
pany, with C I O labor. 

Mr. Lanz is perfectly willing to bargain collec- 
tively if he knew which faction or factions to deal 
with, and if there were some way to make the bar- 
gain stick so he could operate his business. Says he: 
“The company is in the middle, in that it does not 
know which union to deal with.” :

HINA’S manpower is five to six times 
that of Japan. But can Japan afford the 
outlay of $3 or $4 or even $5 against 
every single dollar that China spends on the 
war? For this is the proportion of respective 
material sacrifice in the present struggle. 
China carries on a stubborn defensive, 
cheaply as far as material expenses go, 
against Japan’s wasteful offensive. Japan 
has the financial disadvantage of a longer 
haul to the front lines, and of the much 
costlier support of her troops in more or 
less devastated, guerrilla-infested territories. 
Superior economic strength, therefore, 


Will decide the outcome of the war. How 


do Japan and China compare in this re- 


It is doubtful whether, even in the initial 
stages of the war, the obvious superiority 
of Japan’s economic structure over that of 
China was sufficient to offset the much 
higher running cost of the Japanese war ma- 
chine. Ten months of desperate fighting 
have certainly done more harm to the com- 
plicated capitalistic system of Japan than 
to the rather primitive and robust economy: 
of China. 

The mere dislocation of normal economic 
activities, on account of the war, has upset 
the sensitive economic structure of Japan 
very much indeed; while even the loss of 
Shanghai and of other business centers 
seems to have mattered little to China, 
which is still almost self-sufficient in any 
given unit of her huge territories. 

Both countries are depending on imports 
from abroad for a good part of their war 
requirements, and both are in much need 
of foreign exchange to pay for them; Japan, 
however, somewhat more so than China, 
whose fighting force is so much less mech- 
anized, * 

National exports, from Japan as well as 
from China, are the main source of supply 
of foreign currency, and these exports have 
diminished in both countries. It is 
amazing that those of China should now be

The great 
influx of foreign money which China habitu- 
ally enjoys from the millions of overseas 
Chinese is undiminished. But in the case of 
Japan, the two main items, shipping reve- 
nue and tourist traffic, are decreasing con- 
tinually, and their total does not equal the 
remittances of the overseas Chinese. 

More and more Japanese ships, instead of 
being used for carrying remunerative for- 
eign cargoes, are being tied up as huge 
war transports between Japan and China. 
And fewer tourists are coming to Japan 
every month. 

When it comes to the question of foreign 
assistance, China ought to be able to expect 
more from the world than Japan. For for- 
eign countries have a large economic stake 
in China which a Japanese victory would 
jeopardize, while they have no stake in 
Japan. Furthermore, China ‘1s neither an 
industrial nor a political competitor, as 
Japan is, of the world’s potential lenders. 

An independent China, after the war, 
would offer a much greater. field for inter- 
national trade and investment than ever 
before, not only because of the 1

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End of Child Labor in Sight 


From the United States News. 


“HOUTING and tumult over the prospect 

of a law to place a floor under wages and 
a ceiling over hours of work in industry 
serve to obscure what looks like the end to 
a battle of historic proportions. 

All through the years of the present cen 
tury, a struggle has been under way to end 
the employment of chil in industry. It 
was 22 years ago, in 1916, that Congress en- 


manufactured goods produced by children 
under 14 years of age. Two years later, the 
Supreme Court invalidated this law as a 
invasion of the rights reserved to individual 
states. | 

In 1919, Congress again sought to put u 
end to child labor by providing a tax of 10 
per cent on the product of any concern that 
employed children under 14 years of age. 
But again the Supreme Court, in 1922, ruled 
the law invalid. 

Then began a long fight to amend the 
Constitution so that Congress might have 
power to legislate an end to the labor of 
children. State after state, however, 
to approve that amendment. 

Now, with scarcely a ripple of comment, 
Congress is preparing to vote an end to the 
labor of children, Instead of barring en- 
ployment of children under 14 years of ag? 
in mining and manufacturing industries, this 
time the level is raised to 16 years of age 

Next to no attention is paid to the cor

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German Language Paper, 
Founded in 1857, to Issue 
Only on Sundays. 


The Westliche Post, German lan- 
guage morning newspaper founded 
in 1857, and oldest daily in St. Louis, 
discontinued its daily edition with 
today’s issue. Plans for a large 
Sunday edition, to be published 
hereafter, were announced by the 
employe management, which took 
charge of the paper in 1933. 

Discontinuance . of the Monday 
morning edition was announced re- 
cently. Today’s statement by the 
publishers was that the abandon- 
ment of all weekday publication 
“was necessitated in order to re- 
duce the high overhead and to bring 
the old readers of the German pa- 
per a better and bigger edition once 
a week.” The Sunday edition here- 
after, it was stated, would contain 
20 pages or more, instead of the 
usual 12 pages. 

The Westliche Post, founded be- 
fore the Civil War, became an im- 
portant publication after the war, 
and was edited by Carl Schurz, who 
was part owner, and who served a 
term as United States Senator from 
Missouri, 

Joseph Pulitzer, who founded the 
Post-Dispatch in 1878, did his first 
newspaper work on the Westliche 
Post, then under the control of Dr. 
Emil Preetorius: Edward L. Pree- 
torius succeeded his father in the 
management. In 1906, the St. Louis 
Times, English language afternoon 
daily, was founded by Preetorius 
and John Schroers. The Westliche 
Post and the Times together occu- 
pied the building erected for their 
use at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Chestnut street. 

Later both papers left the build- 
ing, and the Westliche Post re- 
moved to its present location at 
1130 Pine street. Up to 1933, the 
Buder family was largely interest- 
ed in the German daily, Oscar E. 
Buder being chief owner. At that 
time, after a crisis which threat- 
ened to cause the discontinuance 
of the daily paper, the Buder fam- 
ily returned its stock to the treas- 
ury, without compensation, and the 
employes took over the paper, as- 
suming liabilities of about $26,000.

A new medical organization to 
deal with automobile and machine 
accidents was formed under the 
name of the American Association 
for Traumatic Surgery. 

Traffic injuries were asserted to 
be as grave as those of the battle- 
field and to offer an opportunity to 
save many lives by building - up 
techniques to treat victims with- 
in the first hour after injury. 

Spine Grafting Report. 
Surgery that takes shinbone and 
makes it into a new backbone to 
stop backaches was reported to the 
association today. 

The surgery is something new in 
bone grafting developed at the 
Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn. It 
takes splints of a person's shin- 
bones and uses them to lay a bridge 
six inches long lengthwise of the 
aching part of the back. 

The bridge is composed of two 


strips of shin. Chips of bone : 
dropped upon the vertebrae along- | 
side these “bridge bones” serve. as . 
cement. They cause the shin-bone | 

bridge to grow fast to the vertebrae. 4

Intelligence Tests for Marriage. 

An intelligence test for marriage 
was proposed by Dr. Lloyd H. Zieg- 
ler of Wauwaotsa, Wis., and Dr. 
Charles P. Sheldon of Boston. At 
present they said there is no test 
by which physicians can be sure 
whether a prospective bride or 
bridegroom is feebleminded.

Synod Delegates Will Celebrate 
100th Year of Coming 
of Founders. 


The Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Missouri, Ohio and other states, 
which has an adult membership of 
900,000 in the United States and 
Canada, opened its triennial con- 
vention today at Municipal Audi- 
torium, celebrating the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the arrival in 
this country of its Saxon founders. 

Delegates representing 5000 con- 
gregations are attending the 10-day 
sessions. Included among observ- 
ers are many Of the 300 laymen 
who participated in a conference of 
the Lutheran Laymen’s League yes- 
terday and today at Hotel Jeffer- 
son. 

The nucleus of the churcl:’s orig- 
inal membership was 750 Saxon im- 
migrants who came to St. Louis in 
1838 in search of freedom to 
worship in their own way. Most of 
them settled in Perry County, Mo. 
Several years later their leader, Dr. 
C. F. W. Walther, issued a call to 
Lutherans in neighboring states to 


join in organizing a synod. ‘This: 
was done in 1847, and the body has 


since been known popularly asthe 
Missouri Synod. | 
Doctrinal Report. 

The convention probably will take 
steps to settle the long-standing 
doctrinal differences between the 
Missouri Synod and another large 
Lutheran church of this country, 
the American Lutheran Church. 
Committees representing both or- 
ganizations have agreed on a com- 
mon confession of faith, and their 
report will be given to the Missouri 
Synod during this convention and 
to the other church’s delegates at 
a meeting in August. 

Although the churches have al- 
ways had separate existence, they 
had the same profession of faith 
for a brief period in the 1880s, 
abandoning it in a difference of 
opinion over predestination. There 
was disagreement over man’s part 
in his salvation by God. 

It is not contemplated that the 
churches will be merged completely. 
Clergymen attending the convention 
explained that the theological bar- 
rier would be removed, pastors ex- 
changed and the literature of each 
church shared with the other. Mis- 
sionary endeavors may be adminis- 
tered in co-operation. The Ameri- 
can Lutheran Church has an adult 
membership of 375,000.

OCTORS are likely to make fun of vitamins. I heard a doctor say 
D the other day that he felt certain that vitamins would never be used 
by the medical profession were it not for the persistency of the 
publicity given them by drug firms. This, however, is not quite fair. 
More and more, vitamins are being recog- 
5 2 5 1 Two vitamins, of course, are absolutely 
necessary in infant feeding—one, Vitamin 
m the form of orange and tomato juice, 
and two, Vitamin D, in the form of cod 
liver oil or irradiated milk. Vitamin C pre- 
vents scurvy and Vitamin D prevents rick- 

ets. 

In middle and old age, it is becoming 
known that the body does not absorb vita- 
mins as well as in young adult life. It must 
be remembered that although vitamins may 

be present in the diet, they may not be pres- 
ent in large enough quantities and digestive 
disturbances of some kind may prevent their 
absorption, so vitamin deficiency may be 
present even on a balanced diet. | 
HADEN LISTS the following causes of vitamin deficiency: (1) Yom- 
iting or diarrhea; (2) pregnancy and lactation; (3) impairment of ab- 
sorption from the digestive tract on account of anemia, heart disease or 
the presence of certain substances, such as mineral oil in the intes- 
tines; (4) fever, alcoholism or excessive use of tobacco may hupair the 
appetite enough to cause a vitamin deficiency.

Hence, de- 
clarer could not be criticised for 
putting up the spade ace, in order 
to make sure of one diamond ruff.
